Dismissal by Courtmartial 
Capt. Guy H. B. Smith Ap- 
proved by President. 


CHARGES WERE SEALED 


Army Gossip, However, Says 
Unbecoming Conduct Con- 
cerned an Officer’s Wife. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Feb. 
244.—‘And the woman shall be name- 
less.’” This is the pledge of all officers 
who were in any way connected with the 
courtmartial which tried Capt. Guy H. 
B. Smith of the Fourth Infantry. The 
Court recommended the dismissal of the 
Captain from the service and the Presi- 
Gent approved the finding of the court 
Thursday. 

The formal charge, and all that the 
records in this sealed mystery of United 
States service show, is that Capt. 
Smith is found guilty of conduct unbe- 
coming an officer and a gentleman 
That is all that will ever be, known 
officially, for every man connected with 
the trial was sworn to “secrecy for- 
ever.” The trial was at Fort Leaven- 
worth: last July. 

Building Under Guard. 
Only essential witnesses were present 


der rank of Major sat in the delibera- 
tions: A guard of soldiers was posted 
around the building and only officers 
who served the court were allowed to 
pass. Not a bit of testimony reacted 
the outside. The findings of the court 
were sealed and sent to Washington 

The extraordinary secrecy excited 
curiosity. The case was the talk of all 
Western army posts. The records of 
the army in the West show no case 
parallel to it in secrecy. It was known, 
however, among all army men, that 
Capt. Smith’s accounts as commissary 
and adjutant of his regiment were, cor- 
rect to a penny. 


Was West Point Man, 
* Capt. Smith’s rank dated from* De- 


cember, 1900. He was a West Point 
man, Credited to Michigan, at the time 
of his appointment, in 1887. The army 
was the p #0f his family. His fa- 
ther was a“Svest- Point engineer, “who 
Sefved through the Civil War, and was 
retired as a Brigadier-General. 

Despite the secrecy, gossip began to 
filter into Fort Leavenworth from Fort 
Crook. It is generally accepted that the 
trouble involving Capt.-Smith gathered 
suddenly and broke while the, Fourth 
Infantry was returning on a transport 
from the Philippines. Three days be- 
fore the boat reached San Francisco 
the Captain was arrested and relieved 
of his duties as Commissary and Ad- 
jutant. He was removed to Fort Crook 
and. the churges sent to the headquar- 
ters of the Department of the Missouri, 
which ordered the ‘‘closed court.” 


Witnesses All Officers. 

Officers, it is said, when they learned 
that the reason for the secrecy was 
that the honor of a woman was in- 
volyed, made no effort to find who she 
was. The women of the garrison are 
said to have found that she was the 
wife of an officer of the regiment. 
There were five witnesses at the. trial, 
all officers. A number-of depositions 
were ‘submitted, also, one that of ‘‘the 
woman who shall be nameless,” it is 
said. 

It was said in garrison gossip that the 
basis of the charges against the Cap- 
tain was that he entered the wrong 
stateroom on the transpacific voyage 
and found it occupied by the wife of a 
brother officer. Capt. Smith has a wife 
and son 5 years old. The verdict of the 
court strips Smith of his hopes of a 
military career.

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PRISONER DIES OF 
INJURY DIAGNOSED 
ASASCALP WOUND 


Dispensary and Hospital Physi- 
cians Did Not Believe Koon’s 
Hurt Was Serious. 








Man Alleged to Have Struck Him 
Fatal Blow Was Discharged 
‘in Police Court. . 


The final curtain fell on a tragedy of 
errors when Frank Koons died at the 
city hospital of skull fracture after he 
had been arrested as a peace disturber, 
held a prisoner for five hours in the 


Magnolia avenue holdover, treated for 
a “scalp wound’ at the city dispensary 
and fined in the Dayton Street Police 
Court, while the man now alleged to 
have struck him a fatal blow was ex- 
onerated and discharged by Judge 
Tracy. 

Koons died Thursday night, after city 
hospital physicians had diagnosed his 
complaint as an infetced scalp wound. 
The immediate cause of death was men- 
ingitis, which is now said to have been 








caused by a fracture at the base of the 
skull. 
Koons and Frank Schwartz of 4472 


+Vista. avenue fought at Swan and 


Taylor avendes Feb. 9. A genoral order 
for Schwartz’s arrest was sent out to 
all police districts Friday when the po- 
lice learned from a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Koons was dead. No notifi- 
cation of the death was sent to the 
police hy the city hospital authorities. 
When Koons and Schwartz were ar: 
rested Koons told the police of the Mag- 
nolia Avenue District that Schwartz 
struck him with a heavy galvanized 
iron bucket. He was taken to the Cen- 
tral Dispensary, where Dr. Royston said 
that he had a lacerated scalp wound 
which was not serious. He was taken 
back to the police station and was held 
there four hours before he was released 
on bond. 

Koons and Schwartz appeared in the 
Clark Avenue Police Court Feb. 10 on 
cross-charges of peace dwuisturbance. 
Schwartz testified that Koons called 
him a@ name and admitted striking 
Koons with the bucket. Schwartz was 
discharged and Kcons was fined $6, 
which he paid. 

Believing that he had only a scalp 
wound, Koons continued to work, as 
usual. A week ago he complained of 
pains in his head. Last Saturday his 
suffering was so intense that he asked 
the police to have him removed to the 
city hospital. 

There his ailment was diagnosed as a 
scalp wound. Thursday afternoon his 
condition rapidly became worse and he 
went into convulsions peculiar to menin- 
gitis. 

An autopsy will be held to determine 
the exact cause of death, but hospital 
physicians now say they do not doubt 
that his skull was fractured. 

Schwartz was arrested at his home 
Friday afternoon. He says he struck 
Koons in self-defense after Koons had 
drawn a knife and threatened to stab 
him.

Francis, Scullin and Wade 
Among Those Asking for a 
Separation of Bills. 
INCREASE IN REQUESTS 
850 Mare Persons Ask Division 


of Personal and Real Amounts 
Than Last Year. 





That seven taxpayers, assessed an 
aggregate of /$3,251,010 on. personal 
property, intend to resist efforts of 
the city to enforce payment of taxes 
on this amount, is indicated by the 
fact that they have asked the Col- 
lector and Comptroller to separate 
their personal tax bills from their 
real estate tax bills. 

Those who made this request are: 
David R. Francis, assessed on per- 
sonal property $2,000,000; John Scul- 
lin, $1,000,000; Festus J. Wade, 
$66,010; Thomas Ward McManus, 
$50,000; Henry’ S. Priest, $100,000; 
William B. Thompson, $30,000, and J. 
D. Perry Francis, $5000. 

Assessor SBrinkop last year in- 
creased the personal assessment of 
St. Louis $16,893,850. The amount 
represented by the seven taxpayers 
who have asked'for a>separation of 
their tax bills is approximately 20 
per cent of the entire increase. 

Doubled It as a Penalty. 

Francis, Scullin and several other 
St. Louts millionaires, refused to 
make persona] tax returns upon the 
demand of the assessor, and he made 
the assessment, and then doubled ‘it 
as a penalty for their refusing ‘to 
comply with the law. He also had 
Francis and others arrested, but they 
were acquitted in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. = 

Adolphus Busch, whose personal 
assessment was fixed at $2,000,000 by 
Assessor Brinkop, has paid his taxes 
on that amount. James Campbell 
paid taxes on personal assessment of 
$2,700,000, Alfreq Clifford paid on 
$394,700, and James H. Allen on 
$240,050. 


Increase in Tax Requests. 
There were on file in the offices of the 


Comptroller and Collector, Feb. 1, 4857 
requests for a separation of personal and 
real tax bills. The city officials charged 
with the duty of collecting the revenue 
anticipate that all of these persons will 
resist the collection of taxes on their 


“personal assessments. 


A year ago there were but 4007 appli- 
cations for a separation of tax bills. The 
increase of 850 is believed to be due to 
the efforts of Assessor Brinkop to in- 
crease the assessments on personal prop- 
erty.

Senator Beveridge said he had listened 
with interest to Lorimer’s story of his 
rise from humble estate to this high of- 
fice and that while he was affected, as 
a man, by that appeal, he could not but 
inquire as to why that was not recited 
to the Senate Committee, if it was con- 
sidered at all material... He said that the 
conditions which precetied the election 
of Lorimer were interesting, as political 
history, but he could not see where they 
had any bearing on the question of al- 
leged bribery. 





“The issue we must determine,” said 


Senator Beveridge, “is that of the valid- 
ity of the election, challenged here on 
the ground of bribery. On that grave 
charge no light was thrown. 

“So help me God, I wouldn’t vote to 
sustain the election of my own brother 
under such circumstances as are here 
presented. The question is that of the 
welfare of a people, not a matter of 
sentiment—not a question of sentiment 
on the one hand or the other of those 
things: with which rumor is rife and the 
press is full.” 

The galleries meanwhile had filled up

The verdict was returrred, sealed, at 
9p. m. Thursday, and was opened when 
Judge Taylor convened court Friday 
morning at 10 a.m. It was learned that 


20 ballots were taken. 

The woman merely sank deeper 
into her chair when the jury's ver- 
j dict acquitting her was read. A few 
seconds later she resumed her original 
position, and turning stiffly to her 
junior counsel, Roy Fish, asked him in 
a whisper to thank the jury. He did 
so, thanking each of the 12 men in- 
dividually. 

The case against the young woman 
was wholly circumstantial, but the point 
on which the jury finally determined 
that she was innocent was the fact that 
witnesses were too positive in her iden- 
tification. 

Dyer testified to but two occasions 
when he remembered seeing Clara Strat- 
ton after she was cniployed as a maid 
in his home, but he was positive, after 
three years and a half, that the accused 
woman was the maid. 

The jury thought the identification by 
Miss Louise Ricker, governess in the 
Dyer home,,was weakened by her state- 
ment that-she had never-in her life been 
mistaken in recognizing a face. 

First Ballot 6 to 6. 

On the first ballot, it was learned at 
the Four Courts, the vote stood six to 
six. After that 19 ballots were taken 
at frequent intervals, the jurors in the 
intervals discussing the testimony. 

Those who had voted at first for ac- 
quittal argued that even were it estab- 
lished that Lilian McDowell was Clara 
Stratton, no,one had seen her take the 
jewels, and there was no proof that 
she had them at any time in her pos- 
session, since they were not recovered.

Decide 
Whether to Invoke Com- 
merce Tribunal. 


SHIPPERS’ BIG VICTORY 





St.. Louis Business Men’s League 
Had Prominent Part in Suc- 
cessful Plea. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Many diverse 
opinions are expressed in, Wall street 
as to the effect of the Interstate Coim- 
merce Commission’s decision denying 
the request of the railrcads fo author- 
ization of a general increase in freight 

rates. 

While the heavy slump in the stock 
market today was not a surprise, a 
number of financiers pronounced it to 
be their opinion that the lines would 
goon adjust themselves to the problem 
of making needed improvements at 
and that the country’s 
transportation system would not suffer 
serious or lasting damage. 

A meeting in this city of the executive 
officers and general counsel of the rail- 
roads in the official classification terri- 
tory has been called for Monday to 
determine what action shall be taken 
by the railroads in regard to the rate 
decision. “An appeal to the new Com- 
merce Court, which was created to hear 
appeals from the commission, is consid- 
ered likely. 

The consensus of opinion is that the 
decision will cause no interruption of 
the railroads’ prosperity, and that it 
will not interfere with any financial 
plans they may have or with their pres- 
ent rate.of dividends. 

Wy Post-Dispatch correspondent read 
the decision to Washington E. Conner, 
the banker, who was intimately asso- 
ciated with the late Jay Gould in his 
railroad operations, and who sold the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie Railroad to the 
Wabash interests. 

“T do not beli:ve that the decision will 
have any effect whatever ‘on railroad 
prosperity,’’ he said. ‘‘The rates have 
been suspended since last summer and 
the common cagriers have suffered no 
hardships. a. matter of fact, under 
the existing rules all the railroads of 
the country are showing’ satisfactorv 
earnings, and there is no doubt they 
will be able to continue their dividends 
on the present bacis. The general busi- 
ness of the country is showing steady 
improvement, and the railroads will get 
the benefit of this improvement in the 
increased tonnage and a corresponding 
increase in their earnings. I see no 
reason for anybody to be disturbed over 
the decitsfon.”’ 

Efficiency Plan Needed. 

President William H. 
the Lackawanna expressed great irtter- 
est, but said: “For the present I do 
not care to discuss it for publication.” 

‘‘As I see it, there is only one thing 
and that 1s to put into 
practice the Brandeis greater efficiency 
system,’’ declared President Daniel Wil- 
lard of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
‘There are only two ways that we can 
reduce expenses—and we will have to 
reduce expensés—cand they are to buv 
les; material and pay less for what we 
get.”’ 

“Will the decision effect a curtail- 
ment in your plans for improvements?” 

“Ves, I should say it will. We can’t 
expect so large a revenue with which to 
go ahead.’’

SWEEPING DEFEAT 
FOR 200 ROADS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission’s decision, 
handed down: yesterday afternoon, is a 
general denial of the right of the rail- 
roads of the United States to charge 
higher freight rates. The only excep- 
tion is a slight increase allowed to the 
Southwestern lines on some classes of 
goods from St. Louis to Texas points.

80 sweeping is the decision, in com- 
parison with this lone concession, that 
it is generally regarded by the railroads 
as a complete defeat in the campaign 
which. they have conducted for months. 

More than 200 railroads requested per- 
miskion for the increase. In fact, they 
published tariffs putting the new rates 
into effect, but suspended the new 
rates “voluntarily,"’ after application 
had been made to the Federal Court in 
St. Louis for a mandamus as to the 

Testern lines. 

“We need the money,’ was the plea, 
as summarized by Commissioner Lane, 
which the roads made to the commis- 
sion for the desired new tariffs. Each 
told a somewhat different story, and 
exigencies of every sort known to rail- 
road finance were rehearsed in the ef- 
fort to convince the commissioners that 
the public should pay more for freight 
service. 

These arguments evidently had little 
weight against the fact, shown by the 
commission’s inquiries, that, as Lane 
expresses it, the roads have made more 


i money in the last six months than ever 


before in their history. 

To, quote further from the opinion 
written by Commissioner Lane in the 
Western case: “At no time have Ameri- 
can railroads yielded such profits, or 
was their prospect more fair than in the 
fiscal year that closed June 30, 1910. It 
was in that very month that the car- 
riers of Western trunk line territory 
filed ‘their tariffs increasing their rates 
upon a number of important articles of 
commefce. 

“The primasy impression of the com- 
mission was that these increased rates 
were impelled by the ‘higher cost of liv- 
ing’ to the railroads, that they were 
merely, the outgrowth of the increased 
cost of supplies, fuel and labor, but no 
sooner Was the investigation under way 
than these matters were entirely subor- 
dinated. It begame manifest that the 
purpose of the carriers was not so-much 
to obtain the approval of these specific 
rates as to discover the mind of the 
commission with respect to the policy 
which the carriers might in future pur- 
sue, and to obtain if possible some 
commitment on our part as to a nation- 
wide policy which would give the car- 
riers a loose rein.’’ 


Fruit of Competition. 

JReterting to the opening sentence of 
the brief of the Santa Fe.Co., Commis- 
sioner Lane says: ‘‘The full significance 
of the sentence, “That -American rail- 
way rates have never been high enough 
and the public has never paid ade- 
quately for the service which* it has 
received,’ cannot 
one stops to think that for nearly 75 
years after the first railroad was built 
the American Government did not 
choose to exercise the power of *Yrecu- 
lating the charges of interstate rail- 
roads. These carriers, chargéd with a 
public trust, were given a free hand in 
the institution of own rates, until within 
the last four years, and they now ap- 
pear asking the protection of the law to 
increase their rates which under the 
play of economic forces they say have 
never been high enough. Throughout 
this record it appears that a literary 
campaign has been conducted by the use 
of railroad money with the manifest 
purpose of establishing both at home 
and abroad the impression that the ef- 
fect of every regulation in the United 
States is injurious to the American rail- 
road. 

‘President Ripley of the Santa Fe, 
when asked if, in his opinion, the result 
of operating railroads without regulation 
had resulted in not making a proper re: 
turn to the carriers, answered the com- 
mission emphatically while on the stand: 

et ao? 

“*‘And now that we have the regula- 
tion, rates should be put upon a pay- 
ing basis—is that you opinion?’ he was 
asked. 

“To this, 
‘yes,’ 

“Could there be any position less rea- 
sonable than to cry out against restric. 
tive legislation and in the same breath 
ask benefits under this legislation which 
sever were, and admittedly never could, 
have been won in the open fiela of un- 
limited competition? 

“Whatever of donbt has arisen in the 
public mind respecting the value of our 
railroad securities has come, we are con- 
vinced rather from the too reckless 
policy of stock manipulators parading 
under the title of financiers than from 
any course of governmental policy ‘on 
the part of the American people. 


_ Kates Not Scientific. 
In his elaborate discussion of the 


Eastern case, Commissionér Prouty says 
that the railroad rates of this country 
have not been constructed as a rule 
upon any scientific basis, especially the 
interstate rates. 

He points qut that the rates have been 
put into effect without special inquiry 
az .o the amount of revenue they might 
produce or as to the burden the particu- 
lar commodity affected by the rate 
ought to bear. 

“It might not follow,” the decision 
says, “that even Were we of the opin- 
ion that these carriers were entitled to 
additional revenue that they ought to 
obtain it fror- an advance of these par- 
ticular rates.”’ 

It is laid down &as a principle that “‘n 
general advance in rates should be Me 
mitted until carriers have exhausted ev- 
ery reasonable etfort toward economy in 
their business,’” and the opinion is ex- 
pressed that railroads have not given to 
this subject the attention which it de- 
serves. 

In the Western case, the cairriers en- 
tered a powerful plea for increased rev- 
enue, in order that they might have 
additional money to put into improve. 
ments and bettermexts which would e: 
able them-.to handle with greater facii- 
ity the constantly increasing traffic of 
the ceuntry. The same argument was 
advanced in support of the proposed 
advances in official classification terri- 
tory, but Commissioner Prouty says: 

“This argument does not appeal to us. 
We doubt the practical difficulty sug- 
gested (that of obtaining by loan suffi- 
cient money to finance the roads), and 
were it true, it Is not apparent that the 
general public should stand responsible 
for the mistakes which have been made 
in financing these railroad systenis.” 

The carriers in both cases are required 
to cancel On or before March 10, their 
advanced tariffs and restore their for- 
mer rates, which are the rates now in 
effect. If this requirement be not com- 
plied with ths commission will issue a 
formal order suspending the proposed 
advances, and putting into effect the

VISITORS PRAISE THE 
DEPARTMENT STORES 


They Get Ideas From Them 
and Know Just What to 
Buy—Like to Trade Here 
Better Than in Chicago 
or New York. 


The wholesale spring trade in St. 
Louls is one-third larger this season 
than the same period last year accord- 
ing to merchants. Thousands of deal- 
ers in the South and Southwest trade 
territory are in St. Louis selecting their 
spring stocks. They are buying a bet- 
ter class of goods, and seem more con- 


fident of the demand for high grade 
goods in their localities than for sev- 
-eral years. 

Visiting merchants say there are sev- 
eral reasons why St. Louis is a great 
distributing center. They declare that 
the department stores here are a con- 
tinuous Exposition to out-of-town mer- 
chants, and form one of the drawing 
cards that bring much of the whole- 
sale business to this city. 


Buyers Seek Ideas. 


Many of the tradesmen visit the large 
stores to get ideas on styles and 
trade demands before purchasing their 
spring stocks at wholesale houses. 

The merchants of the South ard South- 
west say that St. Louis is more easily 
reached: than either Kansas City, Chi- 
cago or Memphis. St. Louis prices are 
as low as any other market, they say, 
and the transportation facilities for the 
Freight 
rates are a little cheaper from Memphis 
to their points than from St. Louis, but 
St. Louis prices are a shade cheaper and 
there is a larger and more varied line to 
choose from, the merchants say. Freight 
tates are cheaper from St. Louis than 
Kansas City to Southern points, and the 
delivery is much more satisfactory, ac- 
cording to the out-of-town dealers. 

The reputation of St. Louis whole- 
salers in the manufacture of women’s 
ready-to-wear goods ‘has placed this 
market in the top list in that line, as 
shown by the spring trade in suits, 
skirts, etc., which is larger this season 
than ever before. 

More Varied Offerings. 

The increase in the wholesale trade of 
St. Louis has resulted in competition 
and more: varied offerings. In almost 
every line, wholesale merchants from 
New York and Chicago have representa- 
tives here with a full line of samples. 
This enables the visiting merchant to 
make purchases for his entire store in 
St. Loufs, and makes this. market the 
yeal center of the Central West, South 
and Southwest trade districts. 

Ss. H. Floyd. part owner of three de- 
partment stores in Mississippi, at Mer- 
idian, Laurel and Alberta, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that merchants of 
the South and Southwest can come ner- 
er purchasing the entire lines they need 
in St. Louls than any other market in 
the United States. 

“S¢ Youigs wholesale dealers seem to 
know what Wwe need, and they manu- 
facture it,’” he said. “Good transporta- 
tion facilities, good service, and quick 
deliveries are also factors in bringing 
St. Louis to the front as a wholesale 
market. The hotel accomodations in 
St. Lotiis cai. hardly be excelled, and 
the visit to this city_is made pleasant. 


Market Is Growing. 


“The growt: of the St. Louis market 
has brought competition, so that now 





lit ig possible for a large merchant to 
— his entire stores here. The New 

ork and Eastern houses have repre- 

tatives and samples- here, and it is 
not necessary to go to'New York or 
Chicago to fill out a stock. These are 
important advantages to the out-of-town 
merchant. 

“The fine department stores of St. 
Louis are of educational value to the 
visiting merchants. We can visit these 
stores and get ideas of demand and 
styles by comparison before we pur- 
chase our stock. The St. Louis market 
is rapidly climbing to the top.” 
A. T. Sparks, a member of the Cros- 
sett Mercantile Co., at Crossett, Ark. 
said that St. Louis wholesale merchants 
are more nearly in touch with the neéds 
and demands of the merchants of South- 
ern statcs than any other market. 
‘This is the best market in the coun- 
try: for the goods we handle,” he ex- 
plained. “The prices here are equally 
as low as in Chicago or New York. 
and the freight rates are lower to 
Southwestern points than from the oth- 
er large markets. The delivery ser- 
vice is bette> because it ia more direct. 
The rates from Memphis are lower, but 
the selection of goods is not so large 
and the arg in Memphis are a shade

and quicker Saitveeten from St. Louis to 
our points make it an advantage to buy 
here, instead of going to Eastern cities 
further from home. 

“The prices in St. Louis are equally 
&s low as in Eastern markets, and it is 
possible to purchase our entire needs 
right here. In women’s ready-to-wear 
go00ds St. Louis is rapidly coming to the 
front. These goods offered here are now 
equal to those carried in any city in the 
United States.”’ 


B. A. Shelby, president of the St. Louis 
Sales Managers’ Association and man- 
ager of a Southern department for the 
Rice-Stix Dry Goods Co.,, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday that the whole- 
Sale trade in St. Louis this year was the 
largest in several years. The purchases 
of ready-to-wear garments for women is 
by far the largest this market has ever 
had, he declared. 


Coming to the Front. 

“Until the last 18 months, St. Louis 
has never been in the top list as manu- 
facturers of women’s ready-to-wear gar- 
ments,”’ he said. “This season St Louis 
lias come into her own, and the reputa- 
ti0n of St. Louis-made ready-to-wear 
g00ds has placed this city among the 
best markets of the country in that line 
Heretofore most of that class of goods 
was bought in New York and Chicago. 
This season the wholesale merchants 
are unexpectedly swamped with orders 
in this line. 

**‘Merchants from the South and South- 
west who are now crowding the hovses 
in the wholesale district In making 
spring purchases are in better humor 
than for several years. They seem to 
be prospering. They have confidence in 
the demand for high-class goods in their 
localities at good prices. 

“St.. Loui wholesale houses have bet- 
ter open stocks of general merchandise, 
and larger and more varied lines than 
ever before, and carry goods better 
adapted to the trade of Phen. South and 
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| Southwest than any other sexes in the 
United States, : 
Best of Goeds Wanted. 
“Of late years the out-of-town mer- 
chants came to St. Louis each season 
and bought sparingly in the various 


lines. This year many are accompanied’ 


by their wives, milliners, and some bring 
heads of departments in their stores to 
assist in making purchases. They want 
better goods than before, and by. more 
of them.” 

This week and next are the heaviest 
of the’spring buying season. The goods 
now being sold are for immediate deliv- 
ery for the spring season in the South- 
ern States. About two weeks later the 
rush of merchants from Missouri and 
Central Western States will begin, in 
preparation for their spring displays.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Albert Ros- 
enthal, Philadelphia artist, has partly 
completed a collection of paintings of 
former members of the supreme bench 
and has offered to sell the collection to 
Congress. He appeared before a House 
cammittee and was asked if he had 
made any paintings at the personal 


solicitation of justices. 

“T have not been paid by any of 
them,’”’ said Rosenthal. ‘They all told 
me they were too poor to buy them. 
Justice Harlan said: ‘I would like to 
have that portrait. I borrowed $1000 
when I was married, and every year 
since, when I fix up my accounts for 
the’ year, I find I still owe that $1000.’ 
Justice McKenna wanted to buy the por- 
trait of himself but the price was too 
high.” 

The Chief Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court receives a salary of $13,- 
000, and the associate justices $12,500 
each. : 

The portrait of Justice Moody was out- 
lined by Rosenthal before the retired 
Justice shaved off his mustache. Now 
there is some question whether the por- 
trait with the mustache will be a proper 
likeness in the Supreme Court galleries.

Detectives Not Sure Whether 
Arsenic or Ptomaines Killed 
. Ralph Schneider. . 


MYSTERY GROWS DEEPER 


Is No Doubt That Drug 
Killed the Child. 


A request that the Coroner exhume the 
body of 9-year-old Randolph Schneider, 
who died 10 days ago after eating rolled 
oats, will be made by detectives work- 
ing on the case Friday. .They want to 
determin= whether the boy died from 
ptomaine or arsenica] poisoning. 

Deputy Coroner Fath said he did not 
know what action would be taken on the 
request. 

“It seems hardly worth while to ex- 
hume the body and have chemieal tests 
made of the viscera unless the detectives 
have some theory as to who is re- 
‘sponsible for the death,” he said. “The 
* fact that chemical analysis of both the 
cooked oats and the carton containing 
the oats before they were cooked 
3 showed arsenic seems pretty strong 

proof that it was arsenic that killed the 
boy. The poison might have been put 
into the box after bis death, but could 
hardly haye been rut into the cooked 
food; and the -motive for putting it into} 
either is ae i 


Arsenic in Food, 
In a detailed report to the Coroner’s 


office Thursday afternoon, City Chem- 
ist Buckland showed that 16.408 grains 
of arsenic had been found on quantita- 
tive test of a bow! and cupful of cooked 
oats. The maximum medicinal dose for 
internal purposes is given in the United 
States Dispensatory, a standard work, 
as one-twentieth of a grain. One-six- 
teenth of a grain has been known to 
kill. - 

‘State Food Inspector Meyer delivered 
the box and bowlful of oats, and F. W. 
Lawson, editor of a grocer’s pfiblica- 
tion, delivered the cupful. Assistant

MOBBED AFTER 
GIVING LECTURE 


Hungarians and Slavs Attack 
His Automobile and Police 
Use Their Clubs. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—Count Albert Ap- 


pony! was. attacked by a mob and his 
life almost sacrificed last night when he 
addressed a large meeting at the Fine 
Arts Hall. Frenzied Slavs who have 


threatened the Hungarian statesman 
ever since he arrived in Chicago, at- 
tacked his automobile after the lecture 
and seemed.on the point of tearing him 
to pieces when the police rescued him. 

The riots were so serious that the po- 
lice reserves were called out and a 
number of the rioters were arrested. 

When the Count arrived at the Fine 
Arts Hall he was enthusiastically greet- 
ed by a great crowd of Hungarians. 
About 800 of his fellow countrymen were 
crowded into the hall and as many more 
stormed the place trying to force an 
entrance. The police gucceeded in quell- 
ing the uproar after 10 of the leading 
disturbers were ejected. 


Mobbed on Way to Auto. 

At the conclusion of tne meeting a 
path was cleared for the Count through 
the mob of excited men and he succeed- 
ed in reaching his automobile. Then the 
crowd attempted to close in on the 
nobleman, crushing about his car, and 
only the large force of police saved him. 
He was finally able to escape after. ten 
arrests of men had been made for at- 
tempting to enter his car. 

An attempted rescue of the arrested 
men then forced the police to draw their 
clubs and beat back the shouting mob. 
This riot, intmediately in front of the 
Chicago Club, was the most spectac- 
ular of the night. Supporters and op- 
ponents of Count Apponyi took sides and 
a general battle raged.

through and rush theft prisoners to the 
Harrison Street Station.

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THE RATE DECISION. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has rend- 

ered the most momentous decision’ in its history. 
It has established, so far as it may, the funda- 
mental principle that there is a relation between 
rates and earnings and that the people are to be 
considered as parties to the profits railroads may 
earn. 
' This decision comes as the result of long and 
bitter discussion and agitation. The railroads have 
presented their case fully. They have appealed to 
the people for support. They have made economic 
and sentimental as well as legal arguments. Their 
whole attitude has changed. They put themselves 
in the position of public servants asking permis- 
sion, 

It must be admitted that they presented a strong 
case. President Ripley of the Santa Fe showed 
that they had curtailed their expenditures over 
$700,000,000 in 1910. as compared with 1907, and 
there has been ample demonstration that the coun- 
try suffered as the result of railroad inactivities. 
It was shown that railroad men are the highest- 
paid workingmen in the world, that wages had in- 
creased 23 per cent in 10 years, while rates had 
remained stationary. It was shown that out of 
236,869 miles of track, only 65,768 were operated 
by block signal and less than one-tenth was 
double-tracked. It was shown that the capitaliza- 
tion per mile is less than in any other country 
and the efficiency greater. And the conclusion al- 
ways was that-without higher rates expansion was 
impossible and efficiency could not be increased. 

On the other hand, it.was shown that earnings 
had increased beyond every expense. Prof. Smal- 
ley, after figuring that there had been a grand 
total increase in railroad expenses of 106 per cent 
in 10 years, showed that in the same time passen- 
ger traffic had increased 126 per cent and freight 
traffic 149 per cent. His other figures are equally 
antagonistic to the railroad claims. For instance, 
the amount of income available for dividends in- 
creased 453 per cent from 1897 to 1907, and the 
amount actually paid increased 253 per cent. The 
arguments, supported by figures, clearly demon- 
‘Strated that the railroads, despite all their claims, 
were in a remarkably prosperous condition.

To start with, I want to observe that 
the St. Louis team was a strong or- 
ganization and could have held its own 
against any other team in the League. 


In the first series we broke even, each 
winning three games, the odd one being 
a tie. Next year we were beaten, 
fairly beaten, but I must say that in 
my opinion there was a very good rea- 
son for our defeat. The games were 
played both seasons after the Chicago 
players had passed out of my control 
and the relaxation in the regular dis- 
cipline made the boys careless. If they 
had taken as good care of themselves 
just before playing these games as they 
were obliged to when the regular season 
was on there would have been a dif- 
| ferent story to tell. 

The big baseball sensation of 1887 was 
the sale by the Chicago management of 
Mike Kelly to the Boston club. The 
sum_of 10,000 noble plunks went into the 
Chicago club’s treasury as the result of 
this transaction, the largest amount 
that had ever been paid for a ball play- 
er. If you think that Mike didn’t have 
a better opinion of himself when he 
heard of his market price than he'd evér 
had before—that’s. because you didn’t 
know Mike. It didn't take long for 
the title of /‘‘’Ten Thousand Dollar 
Beauty” to attach itself to his rather 
plain-looking phiz, and it made a grédat 
hit with the fans. Besides the glory it 
gave him, the sale was of considerable

Early in the spring of 1888 the man- 
agement of the Chicago club made an- 
other big sale and pocketed a check for 
$10,000 for the release of John Clarkson, 
a man who had more than once pitched, 
the White Stockings to victory. Per- 
sonally, it was like pulling teeth to see 
John go, for we had come to look on 
him as a nécessity almost, and it seemed 
as if a hole had been made in the or- 
ganization that would be mighty diffi-.

NEW YORK, Feb: 24.—All the town 
is talking—and the Brown-Hogan fight 
is the topic.

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HAGUE DECIDES 
FOR GREAT BRITAIN 


England Will Not Have to Give 
Up Hindoo Arrested in 


France. 


THE HAGUE, Feb. 24.—The perma- 
nent court of arbitration today decided 
that Great Britain was not bound to 
surrender Vinayak Damodar Savarkar, 
the Indian law student, to the French 
Government. 

The man escaped to French soil when 
the vessel on which he’ was being re- 
turned to India for trial following his 
arrest in London, stopped in the harbor 
of Marseilles. He was arrested and 
turned over to the British detectives. 
The matter of the rights of asylum for 
a political refugee was raised’ and the 
question of whether the prisoner should 
be returned to the French Government 
was submitted to The Hague tribunal. 

The case ‘of Savarkar was submitted 
for arbitration as the result of an agi- 
tation begun by French Socialists, who 
asserted that the Indian student was 
improperly surrendered to the British 
officers after he had set foot on French 
soil and appealed for refuge as a po- 
litical prisoner. 

Savarkar is an Indian subject of 
Great Britain, who was arrested upon 
his arrival in London on March 13, 1910, 
charged with sedition. The court ordered 
his retugn to Indian for trial. ;

Germans Are Seeking to Perfect 
Aircraft With Speed of 40 
Miles: an Hour. 


Cable to the \Post-Dispatch 
and New York World, 

BERLIN, Feb. 24.—Emperor William 
has.personally invited Joseph Brucker to 
talk over his proposed voyage Across the 
Atlantic in the’dirigible balloon Suchard, 
which Princess Henry christened at 
Kiel reeently. The Emperor also wishes 
to see the plans on which the Suchard 
is built and the meteorological charts 
showing the movements of “the trade 
winds on which Brucker partly depends 
to carry him westward from the Canary 
Islands, his starting place. 

The Emperor has honored Brucker 
further by bidding him attend the court 
ball next Tuesday. These honors are 
the result of Prince Henry’s report to 
his brother that the preparations for the 
Suchard’s voyage as being made with 
scientific care and thoroughness, and

that the prospect for Brucker’s success 


is excellent. 
Speed to Be tieresinne. 

The German War Department not con- 
tented to have out-distanced all com- 
pstitors in the race for supremacy in 
dirigible balloons, is now devoting its 
attention to increasing the. speed of 
these craft by reducing size, weight and 
atmospheric resistance, or the use of 
higher power motors or both. The tend- 
ency is toward small,. swift cruisers. 
the two exceptions in this year’s pro- 
gram being mammoth craft, carrying 
motors for great power. The medium 
sized dirigible has lost favor. 

The latest Zeppelin type, a military 
cruiser designed for reconnoisance work, 
although only two-thirds as long as the 
Deutschland dirigible, will carry en- 
gines of the same high power. Its ends 
are also more pointed to decrease air 
resistance and insure the greatest speed. 
The newest Parseval ship to be commis- 
sioned in April will be only four-fifths as 
large as its predecessor. 

Speed of 40 miles or more per hour is 
the aim of the German military airship 
cesigners. This speed is confidently ex- 
pected of the new gross semi-rigid ba!- 
loon, now awaiting suitable weather 
conditions for its trials, and even the 
monster Siemons-Schuchort  dirigible, 
the largest nonrigid balloon in. the 
world, will closely approximate it, a re- 
only two of her four 
_-horsepower motors working having 
veloped a speed of more than 27 miles 
: hour. This airship can carry pas- 
‘ up to 0 persons. 

Sheds on ‘volving Track. 

To facilitate landing in windy weath- 
er, airship sheds in ‘Germany are now 
made to revolve on circular tracks. The 
latest innovation, an electric capstan 
by which the'airship is drawn in and 
out of the shed with safety even in 
stormy weather, has been installed in 
the shed of the Siemens-Schuchkort 
dirigible near Berlin. . 


Brucker, who is to undertake the 
transatlantic trip, is an amateur aero- 
naut, has studied meteorology for many 
years. He formerly was editor of the 
Illinois Staats Zeitung of Chicago and 
commissioner to Germany for the 8t. 
Louis World’s Fair. He is known in 
New York. He named his dirigible 
Suchard in honor of Herr Russ, head 
of a firm of? that name, who is backing 
his undertaking and who has aided 
many scientific enterprises.
